period last year.

Provision for taxes on Income 
under the present tax laws to­ 
taled $563,000 on the first half- 
year'earnings.

At tho meeting the directors 
 dared the regular dividends 

of $1.12 Vj per share on tho pre­ 
ferred stock and 50 cents per 
hareon the common stock, both 

payable Oct. 1 to stockholders 
of record Sept. 17.

Strike Effect Told 
In reporting to the directors, 

President A, E. Walker explain­ 
ed that both sales and not in­ 
come In the last half of the 
year will reflect the result o 
the steel strike, which on Sun 
2 closed the company's pipe mills 
at Ambridge and Etna, Pa. Its 
plants at Torrance;^ Springfield 
and Toledo, Ohio and Houston, 
Tex.; although not closed by 
the strike, have been forced to 
reduce operations due to the 
shortage of steel.

Even prior to the strike, which 
was Just settled, the nation'f 
production of tubular goods, in 
eluding 'drill pipe, casing a n il 
tubing, was far behind the de 
niand. The strike aggravated 
these shortages, and 'has al 
ready seriously curtailed drill 
ing.

On June 9 there were 2994 ro 
tary drilling rigs in operation

n the United States and Cana 
da. On July 21, because of th< 
ihortage of tubular goods, this 

total had dropped to 2611.
